Rosenbaum Speaks Out 


Republican State 
Chairman Richard M. 
Rosenbaum has told the 
Student Association of the 
State University that the 
State University has been 
the target for the harshest 
cuts in Governor Carey's 
budget for next year. 

“The students and the 
educational community of 
this State have not been 
dealt with fairly by the 
present administration, and 
that’s got to change,’ 
Rosenbaum said. 

Rosenbaum spoke to the 
legislative conference of 
SASU in Albany (Monday, 
March 15, 1976.) 
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The Republican State 
Chairman said ‘‘there is no 
question in my mind that 
there are many other places 
in State Government that 
should be targeted for 
retrenchment long before 
the university system and 
education.” 


“Even before the 1976-77 
State fiscal year has begun, 
the State University has 
undergone severe cutbacks 
at the same time enrollment 
in its centers and colleges is 
at an unexpectedly high 
level. The State University, 
in fact, is operating this year 
with a budget more than $20- 


million below that of 1974-75 
in terms of real dollars. 


“The proposed new bud- 
get meanwhile, strikes 
dramatically at every area 
in the State university 
system: enrollment, degree 
programs, opportunity 
especially for young people 
from families in the lower 
and middle income classes.” 

Rosenbaum called the 
Governor’s budget proposals 
an “unfortunate retreat in 
the State’s support for 
higher education.” 

“T believe that we are 
living in difficult times 
where it is more essential 


than ever to focus on 
priorities. It is my concern 
that what we are grappling 
with these days is a 
confusion of priorities—or 
maybe even a lack of them. 


“The administration has 
serious financial concerns to 
deal with, there is no 
question about that. But in 
times of crisis, you get a 
clear picture of where our 
priorities are. This 
administration has made it 
quite clear that education 
and the State university 
system do not rank very high 
on the Carey priority list.” 

Rosenbaum suggested 
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Education Receives Harsh Cutbacks | 


that there are needs in 
higher education that can be 
dealt with even within 
budget constraints. - 
“There is a need for 
greater student 
involvement—not only after 
a budget is prepared and 
published but at the time the 
basic budget decisions are 
being made and_ the 
priorities being decided. 


“There is a need for a 
better program of 
evaluating career 
opportunities and doing it 
earlier in the educational 
cycle. 

“There is a need to look to

less essential areas of State 
government to make 
necessary budget cuts and to 
cut those things instead of 
cutting into education. — 


“There is a need to 
develop wider opportunities 
in government for student 
internships. 

“We are going through a 
period when it is imperative 
that we get down to basics 
and join together to do 
whatever is possible to do for 
education. We do not want to 
lose the progress that we 
have made over a 


generation,’’ Rosenbaum 
said.

Group Secures ’76 Status

Unknown to many people, 
Broome Community College 


is involved in the 
Bicentennial Celebration. 
BCC has its own 


Bicentennial Committee that 
has various ideas and 
suggestion for the ’76 
celebration. 

The first attempt to do 
anything about the 
Bicentennial was made 
about a year ago, when Dr. 
Horvath (who was at the 
time, Acting President of 
BCC) approached James D. 
Baker with his suggestion 
that BCC become part of the 
Bicentennial. They 
discussed a letter, received 
by the college from the New 
York State American 
Revolution 
Commission which invited 
BCC to bean active partina 
college wide Bicentennial

Celebration. Not just anyone 
could participate in this 
celebration and BCC was no 
exception. In order to 
qualify, a Bicentennial 
Campus Status application 
had to be completed and 


approved. 
In order to carry this 
project out, enough 


interested students and 
faculty had to be found. 
Various groups were notified 
throughout the campus but 
no response came from it. A 
few months later, Dr. 
Horvath left. 

After some time went by 
Dr. Reddig (former acting 
President) asked to see the 
Bicentennial project set up 
again. After the second time 
around it finally became 
noticed and enough people 
took an interest in it to get it 
off the ground. 

The application, which 
now had tobe filled out, went 
as follows. The application 


itself, consisted basically of 
three parts. The first part 
was entitled Heritage ’76 
which was related to the 
study of the history of the 
surrounding areas and its 
impact on society. 
Heritage’76 also made 
possible, two mini-course 
projects and two field trips. 
(One is a trip to Philidelphia, 
is scheduled for May. The 
other isa one week trip to 
Boston which is scheduled 
for July.) 


The second part of this” 


application is call 
Horizons’76 is offering 
twenty elective courses 
which will strengthen 
priorities, add preperations 
in seeking solutions, and help 
formulate national goals. 
The Horizons’76 may also 
bring in guest speakers 


(speaking on the 
Bicentennial) if the 
additional funds are 
available. ; 


The third and last part of 
this application is called 


Festival ’76 which is a 
general, all around 
involvement in the 


celebration. The choir and

Prew, a former Broome 
County legislator, explained 
that the committee has been 
organized at this time 
= because possible budget 
cutbacks, at both the county 
and state level, could result 
in a limit on enrollment. 

“Any enrollment ceiling,” 
he said, ‘could have serious 
effects on the college’s 
ability to accept the large 
number of county residents 
applying for admission. It 
could also impair the 
college’s effort to fulfill its 
mission of providing low-cost 
quality education for the 
people of Broome County.” 

About 30 percent of all the 
county’s high school 
graduates have been going 
to Broome Community 
College in the last half dozen 
years, as the college 
enrollment reached 2,725 
full-time students this past 
fall. 

In addition, many part- 
time students take courses in 
the evening and during the 
day. The result is that the 
college’s total enrollment 
reached a figure of about 
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3,500 full-time equivalent 
students (FTE) in the fall. 

FTE is a term designed to 
form a common 
denominator, for budgeting 
purposes, so that full-time 
and part-time students can 
be figured into the college’s 
total budget. 

For example, a full-time 
student normally takes 15 
credit hours. Thus five part- 
time student taking three 
credit hours each (one 
course) would be 
equivalent of one full-time 
student. 

Some budget projections 
for next year could place a 
ceiling of about 3,100 FTE 
students at the college. 
Applications to date indicate 
that there is a need to 
accommodate about 3,600 
FTE students for the college 
year starting in September. 

Prew cited these as the 
objectives of this Citizens 
Committee, which has been 
formed by the BCC Board_of 
Trustees: ;

Work-Study Program| 


One of the financial aid programs available to eligible students at Broome, is the 
College Work-Study Program. The program is funded b 
and the school sponsor. The College Work-Study 
earn money during their free time in a job on or off-campus that is related to the 
students’ academic or personal interest. 

Part of the College Work-Study Program involves an evaluation each semester by the 
student’s supervisor and by the student. The results of the Fall 1975 semester evaluation 
reveal some positive facts about the students, the supervisors, and the program, 

The supervisors evaluation of their student workers showed that 98 percent of the 
students performed average or better job duties. The same evaluation pointed out that 89 
percent of the students arrived on time for work; that 88 percent of the students had an 
average or better initiative in their work, and that 92 percent of all students 
demonstrated leadership qualities in performing their jobs. These results speak very 
highly for the students in the work program. 

The students evaluation demonstrated that 95 percent of the students were ina job that 
was related to their skills or interest. The students gave their supervisor a 100 percent 
rating of average or better in the type of supervision they receive. One hundred percent 
of the students evaluators felt the work-study program was run on an average or better 
basis, while 100 percent of the students receive an average, above average, or excellent 
satisfaction from their job. We feel that this speaks very highly of our faculty-staff 
supervisors who guide and direct the student workers. 

This year’s work program employs approximately 125 students. Students earn $2.30, 
$2.35, or $2.40 per hour based on their skills and job duties. The average student 
allocation is approximately $525.00. A student can work 20 hours per week when school is 
in session and 40 per week when school is in recess (vacation periods). 

The Work-Study Program not only helps a student pay for their education while going 
to school, but it helps the student acquire an on the job work experience which will be 
valuable in obtaining a future occupational position. 

Weare very proud of our student workers and their supervisors for their help and fine 
efforts. If you are interested in the Work-Study Program, please stop in the Financial Aid 
Office and see Mrs. Segreto or Mr. View, whowill assist you in applying for the program.

His 
comic professorial sequence 
was a perfect expose of the 
pedantry to be found in the 
bewildering halls of 
academia. Libous was the 
personification of mischief 
and vivacity. His two scenes 
with the amply endowed 
chorines had the audience in 
paroxysms of laughter.

The shoe making business 
in the triple cities was one of 
its first major industries. A 
side trade that came about 
from the shoe industry was 
the buggy whip business. 

The industry started in the 
small community of South 
Windsor in 1854. A farmer 
named, Adin Coburn started 
to manufacture braided 
buggy whips with several of 
his own farm hands during 
that year. By 1855, Coburn 
had started a_ serious 
business and built a factory 
on Chapel Street in Windsor.

The whip 
factory, which was 
previously signed over to 
another nephew Llewellyn 
Coburn, was sold to a Mr. 
James G. Fisher. Llewellyn 
Coburn was not interested in 
his uncle’s business but his 
money. 

Fisher, who was a 
merchant, purchased his 
whip factory for his only son, 
Nathan S. Fisher. 
Unfortunately, Nathan died 
within a year and the father 
kept an eye on the business 
till 1879.

However, Coburn was not |))./; 


the only whip maker in 
Windsor. Horace B. 
Goodrich had a shoe and 
whip business across the 
street from Coburn. Of the 
ten whip companies in New 
York State,two were in 
Windsor. Goodrich and his 
business fell out of existence 
as his wife failed to succeed 
- after Goodrich died in war. 

The building of Coburn’s 
business was not an easy 
one. Although his business 
assets increased seven fold 
in ten years, Coburn suffered 
many losses. In 1866 he 
suffered a large fire that 
totaled his Chapel Street 
factory. Another factory 
built on the same property 
also burned down three 
years later. Coburn suffered 
greatly as he was not 


covered by insurance in 
either fire. 
Coburn’s_ third whip 


factory was built on the 
same parcel. The brick 
factory would last until its 
demolishment in the 1900’s. 

In 1872, Coburn decided to 
sell his whip business. He 
was sixty six years along 
and wealthy enough to 
retire. Coburn sold the 
business to Ira G. Owen of 
Scranton. Owen purchased 
the building and six and 
three quarters acres of land 
for seven thousand dollars. 
The Owen Brothers Whip 
and Spoke Manufactures 
doubled their assets in ten 
years and were doing a 
comfortable business. 

The business that Owen 
was operating was of 
automated machinery and 
easier and quicker methods 
of production. Owen only 
hired eighteen employees, 
even though the business 
size had doubled. Of the 
eighteen, five were women 
who were hired at eight 
dollars per month 
Automation had proven 
itself. 

Coburn could not stay out 
of the business. Late in 1873 
he came out of retirement to 
again master the 
manufacturing of whips. 
Coburn started a whip 
factory across the street 
from his former business. 
A.W. Coburn and Company 
began an operation 
employing twelve persons 
who turned out a gross of 
whips per day. In _ three 
years Coburn would be 
employing 30 hands and 
achieving an estimated 
production of fifty thousand 
per year. Coburn died 
suddenly in 1877 and left his 
real estate to a nephew, 
William W. Harris. 


would receive a percentage 
of the enterprises gross 
income. R.N. Randall would 
be assigned as manager of 
Coburn and C.M. Comstock 
as manager of Comstock. 
F.L. Goodenough, one time 
co-owner of Coburn, was now 
employed as purchasing 
agent for the U.S. Whip 
Company. He would soon 
become vice-president of the 
company. 

Within a couple of years, 
the Comstock plant was 
closed. Comstock would 
venture into several other 
businesses but failed. He 
lived a good and enjoyable 
life. In 1897, Randall passed 
away and Goodenough would 


band Gates: 
Coburn, the widow of Adin, 
ran the business until the 
ownership changed again. 

Late in 1879, the owners of 
the two factories were 
approached by the ‘whip 
combination’. The ‘whip 
combination’ was a group af 
whip companies that wanted 
to keep up their prices and 
control the market. 
However, the Windsor duo 
were satisfied with their 
independent operations. 

Fischer would later sell his 
Coburn based business to 
Richard N. Randall and 
Franklin L. Goodenough for 
six thousand dollars. Both 
Randall and Goodenough 
had experience with the 
Coburn industry in years 
past. The new owners would 
expand the Coburn building 

_and adda third story. Also a 
brick office building was 
erected. As early as 1890, 
they established a showroom 
at 90 Chambers Street in 
New York City and 
employed an agent in San 
Francisco. The census of 
1892 showed a peak time for 
the whip industry in 
Windsor. Eighty persons 
were employed at that time, 
of those a quarter of them 
were women. 

In 1889, Ira Owen died and 
his whip industry was left to 
Charles M. Comstock for one 
‘dollar. Owen had no children 
and Comstock was a friend 
and foreman of Owens. 
Comstock was an 
industrious man who 
patented his invention of a 
whip roller. A whip roller 
was tosmooth off the core of 
the whip which consisted of 


the raw hide with the rattan. 


glued around it. ‘ 

The C.M. Comstock Whip 
Company was thought to be 
grossing an annual income 
of approximately $100,000. 
The ‘“‘whip trust’’ again 
reared its ugly head in 1893. 
The companies were 
pressured to merge with the 
U.S. Whip Company. In the 
deal, Comstock and Randall

act as manager of the 
Coburn plant. Goodenough 
would buy into the Windsor 
Glove and Mitten Factory, 
which was in the old 
Comstock building. The 
company would make 
leather gloves, baseball 
gloves, and other types of 
gloves. 

Tragedy hit in the early 
morning of March 28, 1907 
when the Corburn Whip 
Factory burned to the 
ground. An estimated loss of 
seventy-five to one hundred 
thousand dollars was 
expected. The factory was 
well insured. The loss of the 
factory meant over 35 jobs 
and the drop of Windsor’s 
high economy. The Mitten 
and Glove Factory along 
with other industries saved 
the town. The U.S. Whip 
Company refused to rebuild 
and the whip making town 
was out of a business. 

But Windsor refused to 
die. James H. Elliott, former 


Coburn salesman gave up his a 
plumbing business and ~ 
began the Windsor Whip 
Works. Meanwhile the © 
Windsor Mitten and Glove 


Factory would close and 
open again as The Empire 
State Whip Company. The 
Glove company would later 
reopen in a new location. By 
1911, the leather industries 
were booming. 

The Empire State Whip 
Company was independent 
of the U.S. Whip Company 
and their new vice president 
was Frank Goodenough of 
Windsor. The Empire State 
Whip Company ended their 
business in 1933 as demand 
was null.

Meanwhile the Windsor 
Whip Company remained 
open under Elliott. Elliott 
succeeded in filling enough 
orders to profit but by the fall 
of 1948 the company fell. 
Elliott sold the company to 
Robert Eckberg who 
continued to sell novelty 
whips like Elliott. However 
after two years the business 
reverted back to Elliott who 
sold the machinery and 
inventory to the Westfield 
Factories. 

The Whip making business 
also existed in Binghamton. 
The company developed in 
the late 1800’s and died in the 
early 1900’s.The company 
never succeeded as 
expected. The 97 years of 
whip making in Windsor was 
like the shoe industry in 
Lestershire. The town’s 
success story.

The reason Baldwin requested 
this committee was that he felt that 
budgets were being kicked around 
in USG committee’s too long, and 
that the old Athletic Board of 
Control did a better job when they 
allocated a certain number of 
dollars to the sports program. 
Student Trustee Ellen Donnelly 
explained that it is impossible to 
set a definite allocation until all 
budgets are turned in, reviewed 
and the next years’ income is 
finalized. 

The committee’s proposal goes 
something like this.

This 
committee would consist of three 
faculty members, three students 
and the director of Student 
Activities. These members would 
also be appointed with the 
exception of the Director of Student 
Activities. 

These two boards would 
eliminate Club Council, Budget 
Committee and eliminate the 
entire matter of budgets from USG. 
No member of USG supports this 
proposal since it defeats the whole 
purpose of having a_ student 
government. 

The proposal is still in committee 
stages but will supposedly be 
presented to the full Board of 
Trustees at a meeting during the 
last week in March.

The committee has stepped out of 
the bounds of its original 
assignment and should have its 
hands slapped for even thinking 
about interfering with control of 
student money. But it did come up 
with a good, basic idea. Granted, 
the process as it now stands is a 
slow and cumbersome one that 
causes a good number of 
headaches, but there is a better 
way. 

The proposed boards of control 
should be established as checks on 
the process of allocation of student 


monies. USG should be required to 
submit finalized budgets to these 
committees for review by a 
certain, predetermined date. This 
would speed up the budget process 
and at the same time help 
eliminate any iniquities in the 
system. 


We urge the Board of Trustees to 
disregard the proposal with its 
present implications, but keep the 
idea in mind for future use as a 
check and buffer for the money 
allocation system. 


River Rescue Operations Still Inadequate 


Recently, the fire chief of the 
City of Binghamton announced the 
purchase of a new river rescue boat 
that will supposedly help avert 
tragedies such as the incident in 
which three Binghamton firemen 
drowned several months ago. 

The boat is constructed of heavy 
welded steel and weighs _ nearly 
one and one half tons. The craft is 
17 feet long and has a_ 250 
horsepower jet propulsion system. 
Overall, the boat should be 
excellect for river related 
emergencies that will arise in the 
future, as long as a river flows 
through the city. 


This craft is essential for safe

river rescue, but a well trained, 
orderly crew to operate the boat is 
also essential. Several men from 
the Binghamton fire department 
will receive three or four days 
training from _ the _ boat’s 
manufacturer on its operation and 
capabilities, but this isn’t really 
enough. 


The crew should be Coast Guard 
trained and no one but that special 
group of men should even be 
allowed to board the boat in rescue 
situations. ‘

still has its tiny aluminum jon boat, 
a boat that the raging Susquehanna 
could flip over and crush at will. 
And on top of an inefficient craft, 
Vestal has no men that can really 
be called ‘qualified’ for river 
rescues. 

The solution to the river problem 
is simple, but would involve some 
financial output in these times of 
budget cut backs. Two paid fire 
departments (Endicott and 
Binghamton) should have boats on 
hand that meet strict requirements 
for the type of situations that arise 
on our rivers. 

The Broome County Sheriff 
should also have one of these 
specialized craft, and each one of 


the groups should have a specially 
trained team that is very learned in 
river rescue and water safety. All 
three boats should be paid for by 
the tax payers of the county, as 
should any monies necessary for 
training programs. These boats 
and highly expertise teams should 
be available to all areas of the 
county at a moments notice. 
Furthermore, unsafe and rather 
useless boats should be removed 
from the volunteer fire 
departments before move lives are 
lost at the mercy of raging waters. 
We urge that appropriate parties 
take action on this proposal now, so 
that some system may be in effect 
before the spring thaw.

Arthur’s wife 
Muriel, with her plan to 
make saints of all, isolated 
and murdered girls since 
time immemorial, is a 
portrait of the fanatical 
Catholic gone totally insane. 
Muriel’s lucid moments 
show a different method in 
her madness - a way of 
speaking that breaks 
through the core of Arthur’s 
being, and ruins him, cutting 
him apart from Marie 
forever. 

Two other aspects. of 
religion figure in the story, a 
tale that was actually 
romantic in which Arthur in

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- McHugh Rejects Tocks Island Dam Project 


(WASHINGTON, ~ D.C.) 
Congressman Matthew F. 
McHugh has cosponsored a 
bill to deauthorize the Tocks 
Island dam and set aside 
land acquired for the project 
for use as a_ national 
recreation area. 

The bill would end 
officially the 14-year old 
effort to construct a large 
dam on the Delaware River 
along the Pennsylvania-New 
Jersey border and create an 
artificial lake extending 37 
miles upstream to Port 
Jervis, N.Y. The plan has 
been gathering dust since a 
government financed study 
last summer questioned the 
need for the project. 

“There is no reason to 
continue this project on the 
books,’’ McHugh - said. 
“After years of studies, it is 
clear that itwill not give us a 
worthwhile return on our 
investment and would be 
extremely harmful to ~the 
environment.”’ 

He added that “our 
obligation now is to insure 


that the area is developed in 
a way that protects the 
river’s natural condition.” 

The bill will be referred to 
the Public Works Committee 
which is not expected to 
schedule any action until the 
committee considers the 
Omnibus Public Works Bill 
later this year. 

Although Congress has not 
appropriated any funds for 
the project since 1974, 
acquisition has continued for 
72,000 acres of wood-and 
farmland. The land was to be 
used for a recreation area 
surrounding the proposed 
lake-site. Under the bill, the 
recreation area would be the 
sole, surviving feature af the 
huge, multi-purpose dam 
project. 

Congress first authorized 
the dam in 1962 as a flood 
control project at a cost of 
$90-million. By 1974, when 
Congress voted $1.5 million 
to restudy the proposal, its 
major purposes had been 
broadened to include a water 
supply ‘system, a 


hydroelectric plant and a 
major recreation area at a 
total cost of $425-million. 
When the study was 
completed in July of last 
year, suggesting several, 
less costly alternatives to a 
single, large scale 


development, 3 of the 4 
governors making up the 
Delaware River Basin 
Commission voted to ask 
Congress to deauthorize the 
project. Shortly thereafter, 
the Army Corps. of 
Engineers, which had been a 


strong supporter of the 
project, requested that the 
proposal be dropped. 


The Corps’ decision 
represented a major victory 
for local residents, 
sportsm en and 


conservationists who 
contended that the project 


would have costly and 
disastrous side effects far 


ou tweighing the prole 
benefits.

PORTSMOUTH—Within a 

week to 10 days Phil Beach 
hopes at least to have plans 
laid or maybe under way for 
the raising and hauling of the 
schooner Atlantic, a 185-foot, 
ironhulled sailing yacht 
lying ungracefully in the 
mud of the Southern Branch 
of the Elizabeth River. 

Beach is heading up a non 
profit organization ealled 
Ocean Sailing Society, Inc. 
out of Orlando, Fla., which 
wants to help save the last 
remaining tall ships in the 
world for the visual pleasure 
of the public and the 
enjoyment of the crews. 

The society has chosen the 
restoration of the Atlantic as 
its Bicentennial project and 
as the acid test of its 
philosophy of seeking public 
support to restore and sail 
these tall-masted, many- 
sailed vessels. 

The society has just 
recently acquired first 
mortgage rights on the 
Atlantic from the former 
mortgage holders in 
Philadelphia who, according 
to Beach, figured it was a 
negative investment at this 
point. 

The Schooner Atlantic, 
Inc., a Virginia Beach 
company headed by Ken 
Wallis, which had controlled 
the vessel and had planned 
to restore it and sail it by 
means of an investment plan 
involving persons buying 
five 12-day cruises in the 
Mediterranean or 
Caribbean, ran into financial 
problems. 

Beach said Wallis is 


cooperating with the Ocean 
Sailing Society, Inc. and is 
happy with the non-profit 
approach of the group. ; 
~ “T hope that ina week or 10 
days we'll have salvagers to 
raise the vessel and then 
haul it and then semi- 


, mothball it so we can look it 


over and see exactly what 
condition it’s in and whether 
it can be restored. 

“This first stage is going to 
take between $40,000 and 
$50,000 whether we get it 
done on credit or through 
free services. I’m trying to 
line up salvagers to raise the 
boat in a non-profit, free, 
way but you don’t find many 
willing to work free. But 
we'll take it through the first 
stage.any way and after the 
assessment, we'll make a 
decision,”’ Beach said. 

What Beach is looking for 
now is local support for the 
project. Local support 
means moral _ support, 
volunteers, supplies and 
money. 

If Beach and the society 
get enough indication of 
support from the community 
and the assessment of the 
Atlantic is encouraging, the 
ship will be restored here 
and homeported here. It 
would also be used as the 
flagship of the society. 

Beach hopes the Atlantic 
would become one of a fleet 
of ships owned by the society 
each of which would be 
homeported in the areas that 
supported each ship. The 
vessels would also engage in 
cruises for the purpose of 
training crewmen = and 
making appearances at 
important nautical events 
such as Operation Sail, and 
the Americas Cup races. 

“There’s a great sailing 
heritage in the Norfolk area 
and I think we can succeed

with the project. We'll start 
it in the Bicentennial year 
but we wouldn’t be able to 
have it ready for Operation 
Sail or other tall ship events 
during the Bicentennial. 
Beach has no permanent 
quarters in Norfolk yet but 
information can be obtained 
from The Ocean Sailing 
Society, P.O. Box 1643, 


Orlando, Fla., 32802. Beach 


has established an account 
for donations locally which 
may be sent to ‘“‘Save the 
Atlantic Fund,”’ c-o People’s 
Bank of Virginia Beach, 
Virginia Beach, Va, 23451. 

“T have a lot of volunteers 
who would work on the boat 
and sail it. If we do decide to 
restore it, I have a couple of 
businesses that may give us 
some support and I know 
that various makers of 
maritime equipment would 


donate’ supplies for 
advertisement purposes,” 
Beach said. 


Beach has been in contact 
with people in the area who 
are interested in the 
restoration project and 
seems to think there will be 
enough support for the 
Project. 

But before the society 
undertakes the restoration 
itself, Beach says it will wait 
for an evaluation of the ship 
after it is hauled. If the 
project is feasible and the 
support is there, the society 
will begin a_ national 
nationwide fund-raising 
program to support the 
restoration. But, Beach said, 
if the assessment shows that 
another entity, possibly The 
Schooner Atlantic, Inc., 
would be better qualified to 
undertake the restoration, 
the society may turn the ship 
over to that entity. 

Beach is a 47-year-old 
Orlando, Fla., businessman 
who spends time sailing, 
selling real estate and 
running a newsletter, The 
World Cruise News, in which 
he matches up crews and 
boats for cruises and 
from whose subscribers he 
plans to draw workers and 
crews for the tall ships and 
society hopes to acquire. 
Beachsaid the society is now 
attempting to acquire a 
large~schooner on the West 
Coast which it hopes to pay 
for by homeporting it in a 
Northeastern coast city 
where it was built, with 
funds from a fund-raising 
effort there. 

That ship needs some work 
but has just completed an 
around-the-world cruise. 

“Our basic plan is to get 
local support in areas where 
the ships are located in order 
to get them back into sailing 
shape and then homeport the 
ships in those cities and let 
people visit them. 

“We would __ provide 
training and sailing 
opportunities for young 
people on the ships. We hope 
that what we can do is get 
businesses to underwrite 
expenses for the vessels we 
own for a period of three to 
12 months or longer and then 
keep switching backers to 
keep the vessels afloat. 

This would provide good 
publicity for companies and 
also would keep the vessels 
in operation. We would not 
just keep the ships in their 
home ports, we would take 
the ships on cruises visiting 
various ports in order to let 
people see the great sailing 
ships and provide crewing 
opportunities. 

“In each city that a ship 
would be home ported in, we 
would like to establish a sail 
port. This would be a place 
where the vessel could be 
docked and worked on and 
preferably be a place where

Sludge Too Experimental 


Conservation News 


With the sewage treat 
ment plants overloaded and 
the country trying to protect 
its air and water, there’s 
sludge everywhere in need of 
safe disposal, In an attempt 
to both get rid of the sludge 
safely and benefit by it in the 
process, researchers 
throughout the country have 
been developing the com- 
posting-fertilizing potential 
of sludge. The Department 
of Agriculture’s Beltsville, 
Maryland, laboratory has 


been as active as any in this 
endeavor, for years treating 
and composting sludge from 
the Blue Plains Treatment 
Plant on the Potomac River 
in the Southeast corner of the 
District of Columbia. 

So successful have the 
Beltsville Lab’s efforts been 
that. its composted sludge 
has been used in several soil- 
enriching projects, including 
Constitution Gardens along 
the Mall in downtown 
Washington, D.C., and in 
Maryland ‘State Parks. 

Despite this, there’s one 


D.C. household which still is 
not convinced that the Blue 
Plains sludge has proven 
itself. The White House, 
reports the _ Interstate 
Commission on the Potomac 
River Basin, ina last-minute 
decision toward the end of 
the summer turned down an 
offer of 20 tons of composted 
sludge from Blue Plains 
meant to enrich the soil of 
the South lawn. ‘‘Apparently 
the White House determined — 
that the sludge was ‘‘too - 
experimental’, says the ~ 
Commission.

Coach Daub’s baseball 
team takes the field for the 
first time in 1976 on March 31 
at Orange County 
Community College. The 
schedule now boasts 27 
games including 9 double- 
header dates. The team 
currently has 18 players on 
the roster, including 8 
seniors. 

Pitching is a definite 
strong point this year. Eight 
players can pitch. Returning 
is Bob Pavese, 5-0 last 
season, mostly in relief. Also 
returning Ron Dwornik, 4-0 
last year, and Joe Coffey 
who had a 3-0 record last 
season. Paul Briggs returns 
also, after an injury last 
season limited him to only 2 
innings of action. Freshman 
Tony Sanzo (Vestal) who 
entered BCC in January is a 
good prospect, while Dan 
Cozza (New Hartford), Tom 


Fischer (Chenango Forks), 
Rick Petersen (M-E), Chris 
Ricci (Montrose), Ken 
Klinko (North), Lynn Canale 
(Homer), Bill Moore 
(Central), George Carroll 
(North), John Sopchak 
(J.C.), and last but not least, 
Don Farrell (Central). 

Because of all the new 
faces Coach Winters hopes to 
work with individual players 
with their specific problems. 
Several of the new players 
played last fall and Winters 
explains that although many 
are reluctant to change their 
styles and experiment, its 
always ‘‘good to help the 
kids in the fall.” 

It’s really too early to tell 
what the prospects for this 
year’s team are but if the 
past eleven seasons are any 
indication, the 1976 netmen 
will finish with a more-than- 
respectable record. The 
Hornets are 110-13 over the 
past 11 campaigns, and this 
span includes five 
undefeated seasons and four 
Region III titles.

in the world. Beach said, and 
some of those belong to 
governments and businesses 
which already take care of 
them.

It costs a lot of money to 
keep a large sailing vessel in 
top condition and the society 
hopes to help get those which 
are left into the hands of 
people who can save them. 


“Too many big ships have 
been docked, had holes cut in 
their sides and been used as 
museums,” Beach said. ‘I 
feel they should be sailed 


and preserve our sailing 
heritage.” 


The Atlantic was built in 
1903 of flush-riveted wrought 
iron and still holds trans- 
Atlantic sailing honors for a 
single-hull sailing yacht. The 


302-ton ship has had a 
glorious past coupled with a 
not so glorious present. The 
72-year-old one time winner 
of the Kaiser’s Cup was 


lifted from the mud of a 
Wildwood, N.J., harbor in 
1972 and brought to Norfolk 
in 1973 by Wallis. 


Now the ship lays on the 
bottom of the river with her 
spars canted to the east as if 
praying toMecca.
